1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the glove of claim 3, 8 
and 9 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.

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2. The following Is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 , 5, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Berlant #5070862. To use the device disclosed by Berlant as a nerve locator is 
considered an obvious design expedient since it's components are identical to such 
devices. 

4. Claims 1 and 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hadzic et al #5830151 in view of Brenman et al #4510939. 

5. Hadzic et al discloses a nerve locator and anesthetizing system. The device 
includes a current source, first electrode attached to the patient and a second electrode. 
Not disclosed by this reference is the second electrode attached to the hand of the 
clinician. Brenman et al teaches that an electrode can be channeled through a glove so 
that the clinician can have easy control over it's position relative to the patient. Given 
this teaching it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to attach the 
electrode 28 to a glove to allow great control over it's position. To make the electrode 
the size of a 9 millimeter circle is considered an obvious variation of the Brenman et al 
design since it would approximate that size. 
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6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hadzic et 
al in view of Brenman et al as applied to claimi above, and further in view of Apple 
#6098854. 

7. Apple teaches that a hand tool can be attached to the users fingers by means of 
an adhesive. Given this teaching it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to attach electrodes in Brenman et al device to the fingers of the clinicians by 
means of adhesive rather than through a glove so as to increase the tactile feel.
